‘How many of us are sad victims of the habit of seeking 


‘more’?’’ asks Ralph Kingsley, writing in the New York 
Times. ‘‘Behind every hand of cards smiles an illusive, 
imaginary trick which can never be taken, yet a certain mis- 


guided type of player is always scheming, striving, strain- 

‘ing after it. He feels he must always get just a little more 
out of everything than anyone else. Sometimes this con- 
tinual everplay leads to a costly mistake. 

‘(How many men in daily business are that way? They 
torture themselves and everyone around them by constant 
forcing. Normal sales, normal profits, nomal advantages, 
never satisfy them. Excited by conitnual acquisition, they 
keep pressing for ‘More, More!’ 

““The unhappiest man I know has an income of $250,000 
a year. Ile wants something more. What he wants he 
doesn’t know. More money, more power, more pestige, more 
social enjoyment. The real truth is that he doesn’t want 
any specific material thing. But he has spent so many years 
battling for ‘more’ that ‘more’ has now become a complex. 
His tired, middle-aged brain is rigidly grooved with ‘more.’ 
It ean’t change and relax. This poor old man will probably 
die whispering ‘More!’—just like a dissatisfied child.”’ 

Mr. Kingsley’s article is graphically descriptive of the type 
he had in mind. There in another large number of persons who 
are in the opposite class—they will not work. They have the 
*“azy’’ complex. They were never known to do a day’s work 
if there was any possible way of avoiding it. Apparently they 
do not care for much-—and they are willing that someone else 
shall furnish them with what litle they do have. Their occupa- 
tion is loafing—and they are located on the streets of every 
town and city. They need no office—and they need no working 
tools. They can appropriately be called human leeches. Jn a 
great many instances they are a great hardship on some relative 
who supports them. 

There is a vast difference between these two extremes—and 
of course the ‘‘happy medium” js the ideal state. A man should 
not be such a slave that in his middle age his tired brain is ‘‘rig- 
idly grooved with ‘more’.’’ Neither should one be content to be 
a leech and suck the life blood of someone who has to support 
him because he is too lazy to earn his own way. For the latter 
the world holds nothing but contempt—fer the former it feels 


The loafer will live longer because he lets someone else wor- 
ry about that which should concern him—but what good does 
he do? 

And although thé man who worries usually undermines his 
health before he reaches a very great age, he is usually the man 
who accomplishes and does many worthy things by’ which he is 
remembered.

Why Not Reverse the Order 


The Sau Bernardino Sun of recent date contained the fol- 
lowing discussion of a problem that is vital to this country: 

“The cotton spinners of Manchester, England, recently 
warned that if the United States continues to hold cotton 
prives above werld markets the spinners will turn more at- 
tention to the development of cotton planting is Brazil. 

‘‘Cotton production is being decreased through govern- 
mental subsidies. The idea of decreasing the size of the crop 
is to encourage higher prices. 

‘“We have no doubt the farmers of the South must have 
a higher price in order to provide decent standards of liv- 
ing. 

‘*But we wonder whether the governmental subsidy not to 
produce is the right answer. Why not reverse the idea and 
pay cotton growers to produce cotton? 

**We once heard a very good authority declare that for 
the same amount of money that the Government was spend- 
ing under the old AAA to curtail the crop the counrty could 
pay growers to grow cotton and establish a 7-cent-a-pound 
world price. At that figure American cotton could compete 
in any market in the world. Domestic consumers would like- 
wise have the benefit of the lower price. The difference in a 
small controlled crop and a large crop would be several 

_ hundred thousand additional jobs. 

i © ‘*We have no idea that the Government can ever retire 
from the cotton deal. Too much is at stake. Involved are 
both economic and racial problems, 

¥ “Tt would seem that if this nation is to invest hundreds of 

“millions of dollars in the cotton deal that there should be 
examination of the contrary theory, that the subsidy should 
be to grow cotton rather than to curtail production. 

‘‘California is a producer of cotton, but the volume does 
not make a dent in the world figure. Nevertheless such fig- 
ures as $363,000 to the Delta Pine and Land company of Mis- 
sissippi for reduction of cotton acreage can be clearly under- 
stood at even this distance. The explanation at Washington 
is that had not the Government paid that sum to the cotton 
corporation it would have made an additional half a million 
dollar profit by planting more acreage. 

‘*But had the company spent $363,000 additional in cotton 
plantation activities, alot more people would have had 
jobs.’’ 

We have had a very impressive sample of the government 
more. We have had a very impressive sample of the government 
paying farmers to not raise crops. It has made matters decided- 
ly worse when drought years came and there was nothing carried 
over from the previous year’s yield—thus creating still greater 
shortage and much migher prices. In much of the country we 
have had the condition where farmers did not have enough feed 
for their own stock—and still they were made to curtail their 
acreage.
